The only question was whether, in 
the 1 that they had experi- 
enced, they felt the same willingness 
to serve the Lord and assist in extend- 
ing his cause, as the few who gathered 
in one of Capt. Brown’s log cabins in 
this vicinity twenty-five years ago. 
Elder Snow then tonched upon the 
great privileges and blessings enjoyed 
y the Saints in these days, which Pro- 
phets in ancient days would have re- 
joiced to participate in; upon the 
virtue and power of self-control, which 
would exalt and ennoble both men and 
women; upon the opportunities afford- 
ed the Presidents of the various dis- 
tricts to do good, in directing the 
Saints to good works and establishing 
order, peace and good will, devoting 
themselves, as Christ did, to the bene- 
fit and interests of the people ; upon 
the similarity between this dispensa- 
tion and that in the days of Enoch ; 


upon the only true aristocracy—that 
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of intelligence and righteousness ; upon 
the résporsibility of the Saints to do 
good to the world, and yet not permit 
the world to contaminate or do them 
evil; upon the folly and wrong of 
retaliation, and the benefit of submit- 
ting to wrong rather than to do wrong;

Elder George Q. Cannon said a con- 
gregation could have a meeting to a 
great extent, according to their own 
mind. If they were active in spirit 
and desirous of receiving intelligence, 
it would be easy for the speaker to ad- 
dress them and they would be edified. 
But if they were sleepy and indifferent, 
they would not be likely to receive 
much instruction. There was this 
distinction between the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints and 
all other churches: while they had a 
certain fixed creed, a continual _ 
gression was required of the members 
of this Church. Another difference 
was that in this Church unless a man 
lived in the ession of the spirit of 
God and under its directions, he could 
not long retain his standing in the 
Church; while the members of other 
churches could remain therein so long 
as they outwardly conformed to the 
rules and regulations thereof. There 
were instances of men of great ability 
and promise in this Church who had, 
for some cause, withered up and made 
no progress, and on the arising of 
some difficulty had apostatized. Men 
and women who had enjoyed the Holy 
Ghost and received the manifestations 
and gifts thereof, in great numbers 
had fallen away and left the Church. 
The reason of this had been explained 
many times: it was no hidden dispen- 
sation of Providence. The cause was 
created by themselves. None who 
had received a testimony of the truth 
from God had fallen away without 
deing something which had caused the 
forfeiture of the light of the Holy 
Spirit. Hence the necessity of our 
coming to meeting at every opportu- 
nity, that we might receive instruction 


and counsel, and rebukes when we 
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needed them ; that we might be led to 
self-examination learn our position 


before the Lord. When a person 
neglected going to meetings, discon- 
tinued paying tithing, and me 


slack in other duties, in too great a 
hurry to offer up secret and family 
rayers, he or she was in danger of 
osing their standing in the Church of 
God. A man who labored, mentally 
or physically, would be rested better 
by attending meeting on the Sabbath 
than by lounging away his time; he 
would be amply repaid for the time 
spent in prayer; he would do better 
with $90 after the tithing was prompt- 
ly paid than with the $100 if it was 
not tithed. He feared that many of 
the Latter-day Saints would yield to 
the temptations around them, and 
through transgression or neglect of 
duty, go into the dark and make ship- 
wreck of their faith. It was the duty 
of parents to instil into the minds of 
their children the sinfulness of un- 
chastity, intemperance, telling un- 
truths, being dishonest, etc. It was 
far better to have few children, pro- 


perly instructed, than a great number 


who would grow up to make recruits 
for the army of Satan. Fathers should 
converse with their sons, mothers 
should talk to their daughters, about 
everything that pertained to their 
lives, and maintain an influence over 
them for good. What claim could we 
have on the gift of eternal lives, if we 
had no regard to the foundation of 
this gift—the children given us in this 
life? While many were anxious to go 
abroad on missions, there were thou- 
sands of souls at home, among whom 
missionary labors were as much re- 
quired as among nations afar off. A 
great deal of ignorance and indiffer- 
ence prevailed among the people in 
regard to the Gospel and its duties and 
requirements, and the Elders needed 
sometimes to speak in strong language 
to arouse them to diligence, and they 
should not be angry when spoken to 
in great plainness. When he saw the 
Saints following the custome, fashions 
and feelings of the unbelievers, he 
felt they were in danger and needed 
reproof. The enemies of the Saints 
rejoiced whenever they saw a man 
being cut off the Church, or stirring 
up strife, when they knew of a wo-

For the reason as above 
stated, our tannery at present is work- 
ing scarcely half its capacity, hence 
our profits in this department are 
small, and we continue it for the ac- 
commodation of the people rather than 
for its profits, limiting its operations 
till times and circumstances me 
more favorable. We produce annually 
over eight thousand dollars’ worth of 
boots and shoes, which are used by the 
people of this city and vicinity. 

After these departments were in 
working order, we established our 
woolen factory, the building and 
machinery costing a trifle less than 
forty thousand dollars. The people 
again had the privilege of putting 
in labor as capital stock, and those 
e- ady in vorking order 
aided in carrying on and completing 
this establishment, and putting it in 
operation. Owing in part, perhaps, to 
a lack of knowledge and experience, 
the first year we made but small pro- 
fits in the woolen factory ; the second 
year we made better progress, and 
this last year the factory has been in 
constant operation, and done an ex- 
cellent and profitable business, and 
given general satisfaction. At present 


four broad and three narrow looms ; 
the building and water-power, how- 
ever, admit of double this amount 
of machinery. This past year our 
average value of cloth manufactured

Our prices are the same, I be- 
lieve, as those in other factories. We 
purchase our wool by exchanging cloth, 
and have no difficulty this season in 
obtaining an abundant supply. Brother 
James Pett has charge of this. depart- 
ment. 

Our next move was the establishing 
of a sheep-herd, which consists at 
sent of two thousand five hundred 
sheep, which were put in on capital 
stock, or rather, the original flock.

FALSE TEACHERS. 

| — — 
Mx have continued to set themselves up as the ministers of Jesus Christ 
without the slightest claim of heavenly authority, since the time that the great 
apostacy from the faith of the Apostles occurred, some eighteen hundred years 
We are informed in some of the epistles of leading Apostles, directed to 
the different churches then in existence, that the people were allowing them- 
selves to fall into darkness, to participate in the spirit of the world and be led 
into the vanities and other indulgencies of the wicked and those who preferred 
earthly things to heavenly things. We read of the solicitude of the Apostles 
in behalf of the Saints, their anxiety for the spiritual welfare of those who 
were members of the Church of Christ, of their untiring zeal in striving to 
maintain the pure principles of the Gospel among the people, and of ther 
wise counsels and reproofs, but those of the ancient Saints who engaged = 
much of the attention of the Apostles suffered themselves to be drawn away 
from the true worship of God by the sophistry of unauthorized men, who called 
themselves ministers of the Gospel and who declared that the Apostles them 
selves had departed from the true doctrines of the Gospel of Jesus. By this 
means false doctrines were admitted into their once pure and holy faith, as 
well as false teachers, and the Gospel was banished from among men, and ir 
its place the mother of harlots“ established her reign, which was character 
ized by confusion, heresy, licentiousness and other abominations, vividly 
manifesting a complete departure from the primitive faith. From the time 
that John, the Revelator, was banished, the gifts of the Gospel ceased among 
men, the channel of divine revelation was closed, Prophets no longer existed, 


and the world was left without the Apostolic power and other keys of the 


Holy Priesthood. Men could no longer teach as Jesus authorized his Apostles 
to do: Go ye into all the world, &c., and“ these signs shall follow them 
that believe” —promising all who believed on their words, evidences of their 
divine authority in the working of miracles,—but, as Paul predicted, they 
could not endure sound doctrine, but after their own lusts they heaped up 
teachers to themselves, having itching ears.” Having withdrawn from the 
true order of the primitive Church and caused the Saints, who had previously | 
enjoyed the ministrations of holy men and participated in the blessings of the 
Gospel, to withdraw themselves, also, from the ancient faith, the false and 
corrupt priesthood, which assumed the authority of the Apostles, acted in 
strong contrast with the course of such inspired leaders as Peter, Paul, James 
and Jobn, whose pure devotion and self-abnegation in the cause of the Gospel 
were unmistakable traits in their lives, and, as Peter foretold they would do, 
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through covetousness and with feigned words“ they made merchandise of 
the power that they illegally exercised over the people. Thus the Roman 
Catholic and Greek churches were founded, and have, from that time until the 
present, been in existence, though numerous other churches have arisen, 
during the eighteen hundred years of gross darkness which has followed the 
apostacy. 
No many proofs might be adduced, besides the foregoing, were it deemed 
advisable, but which the Scriptures plainly show, that the many hundreds of 
thousands of teachers of religion who are at present promulgating their various 
dogmas and systems in nearly all parts of the earth, have descended from a 
corrupt fountain and consequently are without divine authority. Were they 
legalized ministers of the Gospel, the power of their office and calling would 
be made most effectually manifest to those among whom they officiate, by 
6 signs following them that believe,” but, being unauthorized, and not called 
os Aaron was called, that power which was always manifest in the teachings 
and dealings of Jesus and his Apostles, does not accompany them, neither is 
it felt, or witnessed by their congregations. The bestowal of the Holy Ghost 
is an unerring test of the divine right of religious teachers, and is a guarantee 
to the believers that they are in possession of the faith once delivered to the 
Saints.“ But the absence of the Holy Ghost and the denial of its necessity 
among the Saints now as anciently, are convincing proofs of the absence of 
heavenly authority to minister in heavenly things. Men and women, there- 
fore, who are without a knowledge of God, and who have been misled by false 
and corrupt teachers, have the means within their reach of gaining that know- 
ledge and proving for themselves whether the so-called ministers of Christ, to 
whom they have looked for spiritual guidance, have the divine authority to so 
officiate, and whether they are called of God as was Aaron.“ Men and women 
can now show to the Almighty whether they are drawn sufficiently to him as 
to search after the once banished Gospel of Christ, or whether, like the apos- 
tate chnrches from which the many present existing creeds have descended, 
they are so completely deluded by the power of Satan and the false doctrines 
of men, that they cannot endure sound doctrine, but after their own lusts 
have heaped up teachers to themselves, having itching ears.” Should the 
present generation fail to adopt this method of proving the right of their so- 
called ministers to officiate as Ged’s Priesthood, and continue to allow them- 
selves to be misled by the false doctrines they enunciate, after the direct, plain 
and positive warnings of the Savior and the Apostles in relation to the assump- 
tions of these false teachers, whom it has been predicted should trangress the 
laws, change the ordinance and break the everlasting covenant, and after 
having had the experience of many preceding generations to look back upon 
and profit by, the Almighty will certainly hold them under condemnation. 
What excuse will mankind have, in the face of all these and many other 
warnings uttered by the Lord's servants at various periods, when in the great 
Day of Reckoning he will call upon them to render an account of their earthly 
course, and to give a reason for their rejection of his legally ordained and 
anointed servants, and the reason for their adoption of creeds and teachers of 
their own creation ? 
The sacred and holy calling of God’s ministering servants, since the period 
of John’s banishment to the Isle of Patmos and the great apostacy from the 
Church, as established by Christ, has been succeeded by an unholy system of 
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priestcraft, claiming for itself the authority but manifestly deficient in 
the power and gifts which have always been distinguishing charac- 
teristics of the Holy Priesthood, in all ages previous to the apos- 

tacy, but which in reality is only another method of bartering, aside from 
the usual, or customary, and acknowledged modes of merchandising. Men robed 
with the garb of an assumed Priesthood trade one with another for priestly in- 
cumbencies and worldly riches, thereby making the souls of their fellow men 
the capital with which they traffic, and thus further fulfilling the forewarning 
of Peter and through covetousness shall they with feigned words make 
merchandise of you.” We have only to point to the Church of England for an 
evidence of this system of ecclesiastical merchandising to prove the force of 
Peter's words. To the highest bidder is often awarded the so-called right to 
minister to the sonls of men and women, which should be held only by men 
called by God, and not by manor money. Such a call, however, is deemed of 
little consequence by the public auctioneer, who seems to regard it as of no 
moment. Men thus attaining so-called divine authority, claim to preach 
the same doctrines as Jesus and his Apostles taught, and to hold the same 
authority as the latter to direct the spiritual training of the present generation, 
and yet how vastly different are the means by which they take upon themselves 
this authority, to say nothing of the wide dissimilarity between their teachings 
and those of the ancient Apostles. In no place in the Scriptures are we told 
that the Priesthood was ever permitted by the Lord to be used as a source of 
merchandising, but, according to the language of the Apostles, it was foretold 
that such corrupt dealings would be introduced into the Church of Christ, and 
thereby a complete departure from the Truth should take place. God, how- 
ever, does not recognize such persons, but will hold them accountable for the 
‘‘ damnable heresies” which Peter says would be brought into the Church, and 
in consequence He will bring upon them ‘‘ swift destruction,” according to the 
decrees of ancient prophecy, except they repent. J. C. G.

Some two years ago we established 
a dairy on an excellent and extensive 
range, near Bear River, about three 
miles south-east of Ben Hampton’s 
Ferry. We imported the necessary 
machinery and fixtures for manufac- 
turing cheese, on the best improved 
plan, but for lack of preparation in 
time, the first season, though we made 
an excellent article of cheese, we re- 
alized but little profit. This year we 
have two hundred and sixty cows, and 
are doing a fine and profitable busi- 
ness, making eight cheeses per day, 


of forty-five pounds each. We keep 


a fine lot of hogs, which, together 
with the mutton from our sheep-herd 
in the summer season, sapply our 
butcher shop in the fall and winter. 
The dairy buildings, fixtures, corrals, 
ig-pens, stack-yards, etc., cost about 
our thousand dollars. We intend 
adding some small improvements and 
next year increase our dairy to four 
hundred cows. The co-operative take 
these cows on shares through the 
2 season. This department is 
under the immediate charge of brother 
Christian Hansen, who remains on the 
premises throughout the year. 

Our mercantile department is under 
the supervision of brother Wm. L. 
Watkins, the secretary of our insti- 
tution, and at present is the only 
atore in the city. Several parties have 
set up stores at various times since the 
organization of our Co-operative, and 
entered into competition, but could 
not obtain sufficient patronage to make 
it a success, and while they received 
the sad experience of disappointment 
the city treasury received the benefit 
of their licenses. 
men and the majority of the people 


All the business 


have more or less interest in this co- 
operative association, and the profit 
arising from their patronage, in room 
of going to individual hands, to be 
applied for private aggrandizement, 
or perhaps spent outside of the inter- 
ests of the community, goes to sup- 
port home institutions, therefore the 
people generally feel to sustain their 
own mercantile establishment. 3 

The store, tannery, butcher shop, 
boot and shoe shop, woolen factory, 
sheep-herd, farm and dairy, constitute 
the ‘‘ Brigham City Mercantile and 
Manufacturing Association,” and is 
organized under the laws of the Ter- 
ritory. The capital stock consists of 
shares of five dollars each, amountin 
in the aggregate to eighty thousan 
dollars. It is managed by a board of 
seven directors—president, secretary 
and superintendent, elected annually 
by vote of the stockholders. Since we 
commenced to enlarge into home man- 
ufacture we have made annual divi- 
dends, each shareholder drawing his 
profits in those articles produced by 
these departments, at regular fixed 
prices, but no cash or merchandise. 
We have but one price for our pro- 
ducts, excepting in wholesaling for 
cash. We aim to make good, substan- 
tial articles that will prove satisfactory 
to the consumer, as well as a credit to 
the producer. | 

The object of this co-operation is 
not so much for the purpose of creat- 
ing large dividends, as it is that the 
people may obtain easily what their 
necessities demand, and in this respect 
become self-sustaining, and rendered 
independent of foreign importations, 
according to your earnest teachings. 

I will relate a circumstance or two 
in illustration of the peculiar advan- 
tage to the people here of this system 
of co-operation. We produce annu- 
ally from our boot and shoe shop over 
eight thousand dollars in boots and 
shoes, which are nearly a cash article, 
at least no individual or company 
could supply this demand without re- 
quiring a large portion of it in cash 
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payments, but as the case now stands, 
the people do not pay in cash, nor ex- 
change cash articles, to the amount 
of four hundred dollars for this eight 
thousand dollars’ supply. Again, we 
manufacture annually some thirty 
thousand dollars’ worth of cloth; 
from ten to fifteen thousand dollars of 
this goes into the hands of the people 
here, who do not pay in cash five hun- 


dred dollars nor one pound of wool. 


Our books show these statements to be 
facts. We sell many of our manufac- 
tured goods at wholesale prices to 
Zion’s Co-operative in Salt Lake City. 
We also sell at other places, but no 
cash sales can be made here, there 
being so many other easier ways of 
procuring these articles, therefore the 
cash is reserved for other purposes. 
These advantages arise from the na- 
tural working of our co-operative ar- 
rangements.. We employ about sixty 
hands in these departments, who are 
generally satisfied in receiving one- 
fourth of their wages in merchandise, 
the remainder in home products. Our 
entire productions from these depart- 
ments average per year about sixty 
thousand dollars. It uires some 
ten or twelve thousand dollars in cash 
annually to keep them in operation, 
which is supplied in part by the profits 
of the store, the balance by sale of 

roducts. It is only to make up this 

lance that we are required to seek a 
market for our manufactured products, 
all the remainder is provided for, it 
goes to the workmen, to pay dividends 
and various expenses. 

It might be of some interest to know 
the wages we pay our employes. Our 
secretary and book-keeper, Wm. L. 
Watkins, twelve hundred dollars per 
annum; our chief clerk, brother B. L. 
Fishburn, seventy-five dollars per 
month; the overseer of sheep-herd 
and farm, twelve hundred dollars per 
annum; the overseer of the dairy one 
thousand dollars per annam ; superin- 
tendent of woolen factory, three and 


a half dollars per day; the carder, 


spinner and weavers the same as are 
paid in other factories. The overseer 
of the tannery is paid three dollars 
per day, and three dollars per day is 
paid to the overseer of the boot and 
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shoe shop. The superintendent of all 
these departments; works for nothing 
and finds himself. 

Since we commenced manufactures, 
our dividends averaged about seven- 
teen per cent., till last year, when 
they were only nine per cent., owing, 
as has been explained, to the many 
expenses and difficulties attendant 
upon placing some of these depart- 
ments in working order, and doing 
but little the first season of their op- 

Although this institution is yet in 
its infancy, and will require two or 
three years to properly develop its 
various departments, so that the whole 
may yield its legitimate advantages, 

et it has required much patience, 
abor, and perseverance and close 
financiering to advance it to its present 
condition, and we feel that it has been 
through the blessing of the Lord that 
so much of this work has been accom- 
plished. | 

We have been able to meet promptly 
our engagements and to inspire confi- 
dence in the people, and preserve 

and harmony in our community. 
i have labored to inspire the overseers 
of the various departments with a pro- 
per sense of their obligations to the 
people, to be satisfied with reasonable 
wages, and be willing that their abili- 
ties should be employed, to a certain 
extent, for the building up of Zion. 
I endeavor to influence all our labor- 
ing hands not to be greedy for high 
wages, and also those who furnish the 
capital, to be satisfied with reasonable 
dividends, and thus work together in 
harmony on principles of equal jus- 
tice, that the Lord may take cognizance 
of onr works, and bestow blessings of 
prosperity and salvation in the hour of 
necessity. 

I feel under the most sacred obliga- 
tions to you for your counsel and 
advice which I have received during 
my presidency in this Stake of Zio

THAT AD CLOCK. — That illuminated clock, to be erected at the 
Eagle Emporium corner, by Z. C. M. I. is probably a bigger thing than some 
people imagine. The clock was mannfactured by the Seth Thomas Clock Com- 
phny, o Connecticut, the works of which will be in the front ground floor com- 
artmient of the Emporium building, and a shaft will pass downwards from 
them, till it reaches the vault, along which it will pass horizontally, and then 
upwards through the column which will support the dials. The vault, which 
is being lined with brick, and which has an arched roof, is thirty-two feet 
long and four feet wide. The column which will support the globe, in whieh 

be the dials, is of cast iron, of tasteful design, the under portion square 
and part of the upper section round fluted. The whole column, inclu the 
globe, will stand about eighteen feet high, and if the intention of putting a 
couple of feet of rock base to support it be carried out, the whole structure 
be about twenty feet in height. The dial globe is about five feet in dia- 
meter and the dials themselves, four in number, are three feet in diameter, 


or the same size as those of the City Hall. 

Tux Tzmpie.—The work of laying the rock on the walls of the Temple was 
resumed this morning, and enough ite is on hand to lay at least three 
courses.

Youne’s New Resipence.—One of the most magnificent and 
substantial residences in the West, and much superior to other priyate 
residence in this city, is at present being erected for Prudent Seighem oung, 
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at the corner of South Temple and First East streets. It is four stories in 
height, including the basement, with a tower at the north-west corner, the 
height of which latter will be seventy-six feet from the ground. The founda- 
tion and basement are of granite, and the upper portion of studding, lined 
with adobies and boarded on the outside, over which will be a course of lath 
and plaster. The building is irregnlar in shape, but its size, girting it round, 
is 320. feet, to which is added 450 superficial feet of conservatory work. On 
the south-east corner will be erected a fountain house, octagon in shape. On 
the front (the north side), will be extended a portico of 150 superficial feet, 
with a balcony over it, to embrace the same area. The height, in the clear, of 
the various stories is—basement, 103 feet ; principal storey, 14 feet ; second, 13 
feet; third, 124 feet; the tower extension 20 feet. above the Mansard roof. 
The building will contain about three dozen rooms, lighted by about one hun- 
dred and fifty windows, and be reached by two principal and four side flights 
of stairs, The whole will be elegantly finished and it is the intention, if pos- 
sible, to lath and plaster the whole this fall. W. H. Folsom, Esq., Jos. H. 
Ridges, Hag., and other gentlemen have aided in the architectural department. 
The rock-laying has been in charge of Mr. Jas. Staples, and Messrs. Taylor, 
Reid and Co. are the contractors for the carpenter work. President Young has 
named this new residence the Gardo House. ae
